If there is one man in Berlin who is well in- 
formed in matters pertaining to the coal oil 
trade it is Mr. Max Gaede, director of the 
German-Russian Naphtha Importmg com- 
pany, the German brauch of Nobel 
Bros., the principal producers of Rus- 
sian oil. The Nobels, who own many 
oil wells at Baku, produce annually 2,000,000 
barrels—about one-third of the entire 
Russian output. They have a fleet of 
tank steamers on the Baltic and on 
the Mediterranean. They have receiving 
tanks at Lubeck, Genoa, Marseilles, Antwerp, 
and other places. They have a complete plant, 
and they would have their rights if any one 
could, Yet, judging from an interview with 
Mr. Gaede, they expect to be swallowed up by 
the American corporation. 

Mr. Gaede was asked what he thought of the 
late movements of the Standard Oil company, 
and how they would affect the trade in Eu- 
rope, and especially in Germany. ‘* Accord- 
ing to my information,” said Mr. Gaede, 
the Standard Oil company has within the last 
few months managed to secure a combina- 
tion of all the large houses in Bremen and 
Hamburg which are engaged in the coal oil 
trade. It paid them big prices for 
their mterests and improvements and then 
organized them into a stock company, 
the German-American Petroleum company, 
in which it holds the vontrollimg interest. It 
bought out Schutte & Co. of Bremen, and 
Riedemann & Co. of Geestemunde, for 
10,000,000 marks.

ELEVATED TRAFFIC ON CABLES. 


Great Things Claimed for the Invention of 

There is on exhibition in the Rialto Build- 
ing a new device in the way of elevated roads 
„the invention of R. Clark Forsyth of this 
city. It is called the elevated suspension rail- 
way, and has in its favor, the inventor says, 
cheapness of construction, impossibility of 
derailment, noiselessness, freedom from smoke 
and dust, no obstruction to streets, and any 
desired speed. 

Applied to city travel the Forsyth system is 
to erect at each street intersection piers of 
structural iron connected by cables which 
support the tracks. On these tracks the pas- 
on gee! hangs suspended, thus doing away 
with sleepers and other obstructions that 
darken the streets. The cars are propelled by 
electricity, the driver regulating the speed to 
eit himself. Derailment is said to be impos- 
t dle, and snow or sleet will not, Mr. Forsyth 
claims, affect the track. The present scheme 
is to run compartment cars, the driver open- 
ing or closing all the doors on one side of the 
car at the same time. 
inventor says that the cars can follow 
each other so that 30,000 passengers can be 
carried in ten hours. As for the cost, he says 
Gen. Sooy Smith estimated the cost of the 
new system at $127,000 a mile, while other ele- 
vated roads cost from $200, to $400,000 a 
mile. The inventor also claims he can reach 

a speed of thirty miles an hour. 5 

Mr. Forsyth is just now trying to ae his 
patent into operation on the streets of Boston, 
and he will bring the matter before the

C., merchants, who have offices in China and 
New York. The liabilities are stated to be 
heavy.

New York, June 29.—News of the troubles 
of the Adamson Bell company of London 
caused some apprehension on this side. It 
was known that this firm did business for a 
good many New York and Chicago houses in 
the China trade.

The 
firm has since struggled along, hoping to avoid 
going into bankruptcy, but was unable to do 
this.

EX-ALD, LANDON DISCHARGED. 


Set Free on the Criminal Charge, but Re- 
arrested for Debt. 

The trial of ex-Ald. Jaines Landon, charged 
with obtainmg money under false pretenses, 
was held before Justice Hoglund yesterday 
afternoon. After the examination the defend- 
ant was discharged. He was immediately re- 
arrested on a judgment for a debt of $469 due 
to Thomas Wood.

D. S. Rathbun, who caused Landon’s arrest, 
said that the ex-Alderman had induced him to 
indortze the note by * — that he expected a 
remittance of $4,000 from the East in a few 
days.

Is it to be 
understood that they are against free sugar, 
and believe that the legislation which made it 
free and cheap is legislation which increases 
the cost of the necessaries of life? Do they 
want the duty of 2 cents a pound restored? 
The McKinley law lowered the duty on copper 
almost to free trade, and put nickel and sev- 
eral other things on the free list. Do the 
Iowa Democrats say seriously that that is 
legislation which increases the cost of the 
necessaries of life? 

The bill also largely reduced the duties on 
railroad steel and on steel for several other 
uses. Do the Iowa Democrats object to these 
reductions? The bill also cut down the duty 
largely on farmers’ binding twine—leaving 
but a very small tax. Do the Iowa Demo- 
crats also denounce that reduction made for 
the benefit of farmers? If not, why does not 
their platform make exceptions of those arti- 
cles and specify what parts of the McKinley 
bill they object to? 

The McKinley bill contains some serious de- 
fects which Taz Tmnuxx ana many other Re- 
publican papers have pointed out, chief 
among which are the wool and woolen sched- 
ules, but it also, embraces several improve- 
ments on the old act. The Iowa committee 
which framed the tariff plank of the Demo- 
cratic platform seem never to have read the 
McKinley law, for if they had they would hot 
have committed their party to the untenable 


position of denouncing the whole bill. For 


instance the McKinley law, which is de- 
nounced so unqualifiedly, contains a pro- 
vision to open the markets of the world to 
the producing classes, and under the reci- 
procity section Blaine is negotiating reciproc- 
ity treaties with Latin-American nations to 
that end. The Blaine reciprocity principle 
has opened to the wheat and pork of Iowa the 
markets of Brazil. It is just opening to them 
those of other South American States besides 
Cuba and Puerto Rico. These are public facts 


and yet the smart Iowa Democrats in conven-: 


tion assembled do not recognize their exist- 
ence. They clamor for new markets, and 
pass over in silence the principle and the man 
that are getting the new markets for them, and 
never a word of thanks to him for it—not even 
a friendly mention. 

Supposing these Iowa Democrats ruled this 
country at present. They would find Ameri- 
can breadstuffs and provisions barred out of 
nearly all Continental Europe by direct pro- 
hibitions or almost prohibitory duties. They 
would find France, Germany, Italy, Russia, 
and Austria actively engaged in preventing 
the admission of the products of the Iowa 
farmers on any terms. What would the Iowa 
Democrats do toopen those foreign vorts? 
They do not tell in their platform. Most like- 
ly they have no idea how they would set about 
it. Perhaps they, are indifferent and are more 
anxious to let foreign goods into this country 
free than to secure the admission of Ameri- 
can products free of duty into European 
ports. 

While the Democrats are talkingin this 
blundering way the Republicans are acting. 
The reciprocity provision of the McKinley 
bill gives Mr. Blaine a hold on Germany which 
he would not have otherwise. If that country 
persists in excluding American pork and wheat 
after Jan. 1, 1892, he can. keep out of the 
United States the sixteen million dollars’ 
worth of beet sugar Germany sends here. The 
danger of the loss of that profitable traae will 
bring the German Government to terms. Could 
the Democrats do as much with no reciprocity 
to strengthen their hands? 

It is by retaliation alone that this country 
can get wider markets for its farm products, 
yet these Iowa Democrats do not even refer 
to reciprocity in their platform or in their 
speeches. What do they mean? Why are 
they silent on this important point? 

Because what they are after is the admis- 
sion duty-free of the competing goods made by 
the cheaper labor of Europe. They see in tie 
reciprocity doctrine the greatest obstacle in 


the way of their success at the polls. Hence | 


at first the Democrats attempted to belittle 
and scoff at it, Afterwards, when they saw 
how well it was workmg, they decided, as they 
have just done in Iowa, to ignore it, and to 
play the part of cowards, after having played 
‘that of liars. When the campaign begins the 
Republican speakers will find an abundance 
of ammunition in this Democratic tariff 
plank. If they will expose its suppressions 
and perversions thoroughly, it will gain thou- 
sands of votes for the Republican ticket. 


SANTO DOMINGO AND RECIPROCITY. 

The Washington dispatches state that the 
details of a reciprocity agreement between 
this country and Santo Domingo have been 
agreed upon and will be announced soon. It 
was to be expected that Santo Dommgo 
would follow speedily the example of Spain 
and make arrangements which would enable 
its sugar to keep on coming in free after the 
Ist of January. Lying, as it does, between 
Cuba and Puerto Rico, producing the same 
articles, and sending them to the same mar- 
ket, it became a mere matter of self-preserva- 
tion to make an arrangement similar to the one 
Spain had made for those two islands, and keep 
open its commercial communications with the 
United States. A duty of $20a ton on sugar 
while other produbers paid nothing would 

The area of Santo Domingo is about 20,000 
square miles and its population a little over 
450,000. It cannot be, therefore, a very large 
customer. During the fiscal year ending June 
30 last it sent to this country $1,951,000 worth 
of products. Of this sugar made up 81, 716, 
000; fruits, $160,000; logwood and drugs, $100,- 
000; and coffee, $49,000. I¢ took American 
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Everything wh 
hereafter will be paid for in goods and not as 
now, half in gold, for the Haytian half of the 
island will also soon céncede riciprocity. With 
the increasing prosperity of the island 
caused by reciprocity it will produce more, 
and this country will take more ot its products 


_Pand send more of its own farm and factory 


products to pay for them. The chief value 
of this latest agreement, perhaps, is that it 
indicates that all the West India islands will 
gravitate into line. Taken smgly, with the 
exception of Cuba, they may seem of minor 
importance. Taken collectively they form a 


market of great value, for the United States 


took from them during the last fiscal year— 
excluding Cuba and Puerto Rico—over $25,000,- 
000 worth of products and they bought from 
us only $10,000,000. It will not be long befote 
the Dutch, the French, and the English West 
India islands are taken into the reciprocity 
system. If any are left out they may prepare 
to give up their commercial trading with this 
country. Blaine is bound to bring the whole 
American Hemisphere into close and liberal 
commercial relations by the time of the open- 
ing of the great Columbian World’s Fair in 
Chicago in 1893. 

FOREIGN MANUFACTURERS AND THE 

M’KINLEY BILL. 

The forthcoming number of the Revue des 
Deux Mondes will contain an article by 
Auguste Moreau, a French publicist ot stand- 
ing, in which he says: 

The McKinley tariff, which was to shut against 
European man urers the American market, 
has so far done harm only as it affects consumers, 
The discontent of Europe is quite out of place. 


coming as it does from States which are either 
protectionist themselves or inclined to protection. 


This observation that dissatisfaction over 
the McKinley billon the part of continental 
Europe is quite out of place” is perfectly 
true. This paper made the same remark long 
ago. French, Austrian, Italian, German, and 
Russian tariffs are in many respects much 
heavier than those of this country, which is not 
to their credit. Some of those nations—Ger- 
many and France, for instance—go so far as to 
prohibit the importation of American pork. 
Officially this is stated to be for sanitary 
reasons, but unofficially Germans and French- 
men admit that it is done for purely political 
reasons—to get the support of the landed 
class. The United States, however, has never 
discriminated against any one, and has for- 
bidden the importauon of nothing but 
paupers, criminals, and insane, and European 


governments manage to smuggle them in in 


spite of the prohibition. The French and 
German tariffs also almost prohibit American 
wheat and flour. 

It is not in good taste, therefore, to say the 
least, for French manufacturers to grumble at 
McKinley duties when France forbids abso- 
lutely the importation of sound, cheap, Amer- 
ican pork and almost prohibits our food stuffs 
for which her own townspeople are suffering. 
The manufacturers of silk should provide for 
the admission of American pork and flour be- 
fore they growl about the legislation of this 
country. The trouble is of course that many 
Europeans, even when they are citizens of prac- 
tically bankrupt States like Italy or Russia, 
look upon the United States as an inferior 
nation. Many Frenchmen think that France, 
being the superior, may play what antics she 
pleases in a prohibitory tariff way, but that it 
is an act of presumption on the part of the 
United States to imitate her and to indulge in 
the pleasant revenge of a little retaliatory 
legislation. The sooner these foreigners get 
over this idea the better. They must be made 
to understand that the United States is of 
more importance in the world than any one 
of them, not even excepting the unwieldy bulk 
of Russia, and that after Mr. Blaine has made 
his reciprocity agreements with all the South 
and Central American States the trade of 
European nations will cut a smaller figure on 
this side of the Atlantic. When it has been 
hammered into the heads of Europeans that 
Americans are just as good as they are they 
will probably abandon their present impudent 
style of denunciation and abuse. 


“THE FARMERS’ DISCONTENT.” 
Under this heading L. L. Polk (of N. C.). 
President of the Farmers Alliance, has an ar- 
ticle in the North American Review for July 
in which he takes the ground that there is 
„not now any equilibrium of national affairs.“ 


but says the farmers are moving to restore | 


that which may have been, or “to establish 
an equilibrium on a broader scale than has 
formerly been necessary; that they want 
special privileges to none, but are proposing 
legislative remedies for existing evils and in- 
equalities, that they have been fiercely and 
bitterly and unreasonably assailed even by 
those who profess to be in sympathy with the 
very principles on which the Alliance is found- 
ed, and that the movement has already ac- 
complished much in leading a large class to 
study political economies and examine meth- 
ods and machinery of government. 

The grave fault of the article is that it does 
not tell what the farmers are discontented 
about otherwise than by the broad statement 
that they are not satisfied with present 
conditions, and does not convey an intima- 
tion of what is to be done to cure the 
discontent otherwise than by the allega- 
tion that it is proposed to abolish special 
class privileges, whatever that means. It 
is fair to infer that one of these privileges 


to be abolished is the right to demand the re- 


payment of borrowed money when it is due 
under the contract, since that claim is made 
prommently by other orators and writers for 
the Alliance. 

Another would seem to be the right of ex- 
istence to professional carpenters, cooks, 
millers, and butchers, since he hints at an en- 
viable past when such people were not to be 
found, and says the assertion that society can- 
not be maintained without them is open to 
question. | 

The discontent which has existed among the 
farmers at various times was due either to 
lack of crops or to a poor market for their 
surplus. This results in cheap prices and 
in a consequent lack of money needed to pay 
off existing indebtedness, to replace old imple- 
ments with new ones, to pay current wages, 
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money in large in such settled countries 
as England, France, and Germany, where cap-

nominal cost and in dangerously large quan- 
tity to a class which barely numbers 40 per 
cent of the total population, and in the same 
breath protest they are opposed to class legis- 
lation of alikinds! In effect they ask permis- 
sion to spout the credit and bleed the cities 
and towns of their capital at the same time 
that they propose to take from the inhabitants 
of those cities and towns as much of their 
business as possible by abolishing the odious 
business- man. And they have the hardihood 
to preach their gospel of fiatismi to these very 
people whom their apostles cry out against as 
robbers not fit to cumber the face of the 
earth, 

At the same time these would-be Polk and 
Peffer reformers totally iguore the only prac- 
tical measure of relief which has been pro- 
posed for the discontent of farmers. They 
have not a word tosayin favor of the na- 
tional reciprocity policy which promisas to 
vastly benefit the farmers of the by 
finding much more extensive markets for 
their pork, lard, wheat, corn, flour, beef, but- 
ter, cheese, and other produce. They are 
oblivious to the fact that Mr. Blaine has 
already opened up several markets which had 
been nearly closed, with the result of an ap- 
preciably better demand for American prod- 
ucts already than heretofore, and that the ne- 
gotiations now in progress bid fair to effect a 
much larger increase m our export business 
to all the Southern American countries. 
President Polk deliberately turns his back on 
the legislation and diplomacy which have 
brought forth these good fruits and blossom 
with the promise of a yet more abundant 
yield of good things, and shows his lack of 
practical sense by writing an elusive, vague 
artiele, designed to catch those who can be 
satisfied with an ad captandum statement that 
contains neither fact nor solid argument. 
His essay is better asa literary production 
than anything that has been given to the 
public by Peffer, but otherwise is worse. 
Peffer is a crank, but he is entitled to the 
credit of saying right out what he wants, 
while Polk simply swims in asea of words 
which conceals the purposes of the mind 
beneath it. 


SOUTHERN IRON ORE. 

A Southern paper claims that forthcoming 
census statistics will show Alabamato have 
taken the first place, long held by Pennsyl- 
vania, in the production of iron ore, It cred- 
its Mr. Porter with the statement that the 
South in 1890 produced as much iron ore as 
the whole country produced twenty years pre- 
viously, and that the same 1s true of pig-iron 
and bituminous coal, while the changes that 
will come about in the next few months in 
the manufacture of iron will make the South 
the great iron-producing region of the United 
States. He says the three future centers 
of iron manufacture will be Puget Sound on 
the Pacific coast, Birmingham, East Tennes- 
see, and North Carolina in the South, 
and Pittsburg in the North.” The 
latter will not be affected in the 
sense of retrogradation, as the Pittsburg re- 
gion will simply follow the rules observed in 
all these migrations—the old center takes up 
another class of manufactures, which 1s gen- 
erally an advanced product of the same ar- 
ticle. In England the old centers of iron 
manufactures were Sheffield and Birmingham, 
but when South Wales and Barrow took the 
lead the former cities engaged in the pro- 
duction of steel and other things. The South 
is to be congratulated on ‘the prosperity al- 
ready achieved and its prospects for the 
future. The people of that section ought now 
to be able to make up their minds that they 
are sufficiently well fixed to be able to con- 
template without pain the idea of paying 
off their honest debts in good money and get- 
ting 100 cents dollars for their pig-iron and 
the other products they have to sell. There 
may be the shadow of an excuse for a hope- 
lessly poor man to say he cannot meet his ob- 
ligations, buf such an averment comes with 
poor grace from people who are doing so well 
as to get ahead of the hitherto most prosper- 
ous section of the Union. One would think 
that at least those who are felicitating them- 
selves on the great strides taken by Alabama 
would by this time be ashamed of the Ocala 
platform and repudiate it utterly without ref- 
erence to political affiliations. 


. Last month we had 13,486 immigrants from 
Italy, or more than from any other country of 
Europe.

UNION OF CATHOLIC WORKMEN, 


Society to Embrace the Toilers of the 
English-Speaking World. 
\ [SPECIAL CABLE.! 

Lonpox, June 29.—Cardinal Manning is 
forming a union of Catholic workmen on the 
lines laid dowa in the recent encyclical of the 
Pope. The society embraces the entire En- 
glish-speaking world. Cardinal Gibbons is 
working in conjunction with Cardinal Man- 
ning in organizing the American branch of 
the union. The organization is open to 
both skilled and unskilled labor. A small en- 
trance-fee will be charged. The aims of the 
organization are to oppose socialism, to wean 
members from socialistic bodies, to maintain 
a good standard of wages, and to find employ- 
ment for members. Membership in the 
union does not involve resignation from other 
trades-unions unless their tenets are opposed 
to the letter or spirit of the Pope’s encyclical. 
Cardinal Manning is very hopeful of good re- 
sults to flow from this movement. He con- 
fers daily with representatives of Catholic 
workmen with a view to obtaining their views 
on practical questions of organization. One 
of the earliest objects of the union will be to 
obtain a complete and accurate census of 
English-speaking Catholics, which will be re- 

ted at short intervals. Nothing of this 
kind has ever heretofore been available. 


A LION-TAMER KILLED. 


Attacked by One of His Beasts and Fatally

The Amalgamated Association Modifies Its 
 Demands—Milwaukee News.

LEPROSY IN BRITISH COLUMBIA, 


A Government Investigation Discloses Sev- 
eral Cases Among China nen. 
Orrawa, Ont., June 29,—[Special.]—The 
announcement was made in the public press 
recently that leprosy existed among the 
Chinese in Vietoria, B. C. Immediately after 
the attention of the Minister of Agriculture 
had been called to the matter he dispatched 
Dr. A. C. Smith, a specialist in leprosy and 
Medical Superintendent of the Lazaretto at 
Tracadie, N. B., to British Columbia in order 
to investigate and report on the matter. His 
report has just been sent in. He says only 
six suspected cases could be found. One of 
these he found free from any trace of leprosy. 
Three of the others are undoubtedly lepers 
and in an advanced stage of the disease. The 
remaining two cases show symptoms which are 
not sufficiently advanced to warrant a positive 
— — but Dr. Smith has no doubt that 
ere long well marked symptoms of the dread 
disease will develop. These two men have 
lived for some time with the above men- 
tioned lepers. Dr. Smith says that the whole 
five have been removed to very comfortable

of leprosy exist in British Columbia. In two 


cases Dr. Smith found that the victims of the 
loathsome disease were secretly slain by the 
fellow countrymen to prevent the possibility 
of contagion.’
